For the purpose >f implementing the Interim Rules of Origin for the Early Harvest Scheme under the Framework 
Agreement for I stablishing Free Trade Area between Thailand and India (ITFTA) the! following operational 
procedures on tie issuance and verification of the Certificate of Origin (Form FT A) and the other related 
administrative m; tters, shall be followed: 

AUTHORITIES 
Rule 1 

The Certificate o: Origin shall be issued by the Government authorities of the exporting Party. 

Rule 2 

(a) The Part es shall submit each other of the names and addresses of their respective Government authorities 
issuing tl ie Certificate of Origin as well as provide specimen signatures and specimen of official seals used by 
the Gove mment authorities. 

(b) Any change n names, addresses*.or official ieals shall be promptly informed in the same manner. 

Rule 3 

For the purpose if verifying the conditions for preferential treatment, the government authority designated to issue the 
certificate of or gin (herein after refered to as issuing authority) shall have the right to ball for any supporting 
documentary evi dence or to carry out any check considered appropriate.

APPLICATIONS 


Rule 4 

The manufacturer and/or exporter of the products qualified for preferential treatment shall apply in writing to the 
relevant Issuing Authority requesting for the pre-exportation verification of the origin of the products. The result of 
the verification, subject to review periodically or whenever appropriate, shall be accepted as the supporting evidence 
in verifying the irigm of the r.u'.J products to be exported 

thereafter. The pre-exportation verification may not apply to the products of which, by their nature, origin can be 
easily verified. 

Rule 5 

Before exportin i the products under preferential treatment, the exporter or his authorized representative shall submit a 
written applicaiion for the Certificate of Origin together with appropriate supporting d oduments proving that the 
products to be exported qualify forithe issuance of Certificate of Origin. 
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PRE-EXPORTATION EXAMINATION 
Rule 6 

The Issuing Authority shall, to the best of their competence and ability, carry out proper examination upon each 
application for the Certificate of Origin to ensure that: 

(a) The application and the Certificate of Origin are duly completed and signed by the authorized signatory; 

(b) The origin of the product is in conformity with the India-Thailand Interim Rules of Origin; 

(c) The other statements of the Certificate of Origin correspond to supporting documentary evidence submitted; 

(d) Description, quantity and weight of goods, marks and number of packages, number and kinds of packages, as 

specified, conform to the consignment to be exported. 


ISSUANCE OF CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN 
Rule 7 

(a) The validity of the Certificate of Origin shall be 12 months from the date of its issuance. 

(b) The Certificate of Origin must be on ISO A4 size paper in conformity to the specimen shown in Attachment 1. It 

shall be made in English. 

(c) The Certificate of Origin shall comprise of one original and three (3) carbon copies of the following colours:

(d) Each Certificate of Or v ■ nail bear a printed distinctive number and a reference number separately given by each 
place or office of issuance.

The duplicate shall be retained by the 
issuing authority in the exporting Party. The triplicate shall be retained by the importer and the quadruplicate shall be 

retained by the exporter. 


Rule 8 


To implement the provisions of Rule 5, Rule 6 and Rule 7 of the India-Thailand Interim Rules of Origin, the 
Certificate of Origin issued by the exporting Party shall indicate the relevant rules and applicable percentage of local 
value added content in Box 8. 


Rule 9 


Neither erasures nor superimpositions shall be allowed on the Certificate of Origin. Any alteration shall be made by 
.tnking out the erroneous materials and making any addition required. Such alterations shall be approved by an 
official authorized signing the Certificate of Origin and certified by the Issuing Authority. Unused spaces shall be 
crossed out to prevent any subsequent addition.

The c srtified true copy of a Certificate of Origin shall be issued within the validity period of the original 
Certificate of (Irigin and on condition that the exporter provides to (he relevant issuing authority the quadruplicate 
copy. The vali< ity of certified true copy of the Certificate of Origin would be same as that of the original certificate so 
issued.

The Original C ertificate of Origin shall be submitted to the Customs Authority at the time of lodging the import entry 
for the product s concerned. 


Rule 13 


The following t ime limit for the presentation of the Certificate of Origin shall be observed: 

(a) Certificate >f Origin must be submitted to the Customs Authority of the importing Party :within the validity period 
from the date of endorsement by the relevant Issuing Authority of the exporting Party; 


(b) Where the Certificate of Origin is submitted to the relevant Government authority of the importing party after the

The discovery of minor discrepancies between the statements made in the Certificate of Origin and those made in the 
documents sut mitted to the Customs Authority of the importing Party for the purpose of carrying out the formalities 
for importing he products shall not ipso-facto invalidate the Certificate of Origin, if it doejs in fact correspond to the 
said products. 
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Rule 15 

(a) The importing Party may request a retroactive check at random and/or when it has reasonable doubt as to the 
authenticity of the document or as to the accuracy of the information regarding the true origin of the products in 
question or of certain parts thereof. 

(b) The request shall be accompanied with the Certificate of Origin concerned and shall specify the reasons and any 
additional information suggesting that the particular given on the said Certificate of Origin may be inaccurate, 
unless the retroactive check is requested on a random basis. 

(c) The Customs Authority of the importing Party may suspend the provisions on preferential treatment while 
awaiting the result of verification. However, it may release the products to the importer subject to any 
administrative measures deemed necessary, provided that they are not held to be subject to import prohibition or 
restriction and there is no suspicion of fraud. 

(d) The Issuing Authority receiving a request for retroactive check shall respond within three (3) months after the 
receipt of the request. 

Rule 16 

(a) The application for Certificates of Origin and all documents related to such application shall be retained by the 

Issuing Authority for not less than two (2) years from the date of issuance.
